LONG CONFERENCE 

Evidently the talks will be con- 
tinued for an unstated perlod and 
envoys from the United’ States, 
Britain and France‘ presumably 
must osk further {nstructlons from 
their ‘capitals. 

At 9 p.m. Moscow time, ‘the 
United States Ambassador (Lt-Gen 
Walter Bedell Smith), tho Britlsh 
envoy (Mr Frank Robertson) and 
the French Ambassodor (M. Yves 
Chataignenu) sat down with Mar- 
shnl Stalin and the Sovict Forcign 
Minister (Mx Vyacheslav Molotov) 

Four hours and 45 minutes later— 
nat 1, 45 a.m. thls morning-a tired- 
looking group of Western statesmen 
emerged and reappeared at the 
United States Embassy, where they 
refused to vay anything but bricf 
remarks.

Prefab Housing Scheme 


NOTHER housing = scheme 


intended to help reffeve 
Hongkong’s accommodation 
Problem has been put forward—: 
this time of prefabricated houses. 
Several of fis condi{lons aro 
embodled in-earller schemes, such 
as Government land at cheap 
rateyand a co-operative organisa- 
tlon operated eclthet by Govern- 
ment or by private Interests not 
secking profits. Tho two essen- 
tlat distinctions ore that the 
buildings are prefabs In design 
and materials, and they can be 
bullt cheaper. From the polnt of 
view of: speed in construction, 
utlllty. values, and .comparativoe 
cheapness, prefabs have gained 
conspicuous popularity on the 
Continent and today form a 
substantial part of Reitaln’s 
rehousing plans, They have been 
tested and found not to be want- 
ing, To Hongkong, where tho - 
urgency of providing accommods- 
tion Is paramount, prefabs would 
appear to offer an opportunity for 
vigorously tackling the housing 
problem, for prefabs can be 
constructed and made ready for 
habitation In three weeks, saving 


considerable {ime on the normal . 


brick, ismortar and concrete 
buildings, Even more attractive, 
is thelr relative cheapness, the 
smaller and more almple ‘houses 
being placed within the means of 


. salary earners, whereas tho thirty . 


and forty thousand - doliirs re- 
quired for dwellings under other 
schemes built according to stan- 
-dard methods. make them pro- 
hibitive te the vact mdjority 
of those who so desperately 
need homes. One weekend re- 
port shited -that no official

pedition starting next year. 

The suggestion is fora joint 
Norweginn-Swedish-British scientific 
expedition info Queen Maud's land 
in. the Norwegian scctor . of the 
Antaretle. 

It fs expected to yield better 
scientific results than any ofsthe 
previous expeditions in the Antarc- 
tle according to the originator of the 
plan,- Swedish professor, G. 
Ahimann. 

The project received unanimous 
support from Norway's Parliament 
cariier Jast month. 


FREE TRANSPORTATION 


Official Norwegian quarters stated 
that the Norwegian whaling com- 
pantes ond the Royal Norwegian 
‘Alr Foree will give full support to 
the expedition. Tho Air Force is 
at present carrying out experiments 
to discover a suitable type of alr- 
craft for the expedition. 

The plan fs to transport the 
expedition'’s equipment to the An- 
tarctic in autumn of next ycar and 
land its members on Queen Maud’s 
land jn February 1950, Transpor- 
tation will be supplied free by the 
Norwegian whaling companics. 

Major General Risser Larsen who 
was to have lod the expedition, is 
now not likely to carry out the task 
because of his appointment as chic 
of the Norwegian Air Lines. No 
successor has so far been sppointed, 
but it is planned that Captain John 
Ginever —wilt-lead- that- part--which 
will stay the winter in Queen 
Maud’s land.
